E in Suffolk. 

2. The Globe. Built in 1695, this CAMRA award winning pub is on Callis 

Street (named for wool traders going to Calais). Live music. Tel: 01787 278122. 
3. The Cock. Possibly 15th-century and originally a small ‘Wealden house.’ 
Local brews and dining. Tel. 01787 277391. 

4. Church of St Peter & St Paul. Large gothic wool church, high and light. See 
the sundial above the porch, the famous ‘green woman’ and the sun and moon 
roundels. More in church leaflet. 

5. The Ancient House. A part 14th part 15th century house famous for its 
pargeting; now houses the town Museum and a Landmark Trust holiday let. 

The Church and Ancient House are only a five-minute stroll from the car park. 


6. High Street. Several early houses and 
independent shops including gifts, books, 
hardware, wine, health and more. (one way) 
7. Market Hill. Market Hill, with the war 
memorial and town hall, is the heart of Clare, 
surrounded by independent shops. | 

8. The Bell. In 1580 this pub and hotel was 
known as The Green Dragon. By the 1750s it 
was a post house and later traded in chandlery. 
The car park was a cattle market. Dining. Tel: 
01787 277741.

9. The Swan. Its sign, probably from the Castle, 
is arguably the oldest pub sign in England and 
contains the royal arms and those of the 
Mortimers and the de Burghs (de Clare).

10. Clare Castle. The Norman ‘de Clare’ castle 
motte has stunning views north to the town 
and south toward Essex. The medieval 
buildings are gone, but some bailey wall and 
earthworks remain. Elizabeth de Clare founded 
Clare College Cambridge.

13. Clare Priory. The first Austin Friars house in England, dissolved 

under King Henry VIII and returned to the Augustinians in 1952. It has 
several important buildings, including the former hospital and its award 
winning addition. Beautiful and peaceful grounds, open to the public via 
the main gate or the leafy River Stour walk. Regular retreats.
